Overseers  of  the  Poor  estimate  of  the  amount   required 
as  follows,  Viz.

Govern  the  same  according  to  the  Laws  thereof. 

That  in  Case  the  Governor  shall  dje  or  be  absent  out  of 
the  Province  and  that  there  bee  no  person  within  the  said 
Province,  commissionated  by  his  Eoyall  Highnesse  his 
Heyers  or  successors  to  be  Governor  or  Commander  in  Cheife 
their,  that  then  the  Councell  for  the  time  being,  or  soe  many 
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of  them  as  are  in  the  Said  Province  to  take  upon  the  Admin- 
istracon  of  the  Government,  and  the  Execucon  of  the  Laws 
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thereof  and  powers  and  authoritye  belonging  to  the  Governor 
and  councel,  the  first  in  Nominacon  in  which  Councell  is  to 
preside  untill  the  said  Governor  shall  returne  and  arive  in 
the  said  Province  again,  or  the  pleasure  of  his  Boyall  High- 
nesse  his  Heires  or  successors  be  farther  knowne 

That  according  to  the  usage,  custome  and  practice  of  the 
Eealm  of  England,  a  Sessions  of  a  General!  Assembly  be 
held  in  this  Province  once  in  three  years ;  att  least. 

That  Every  ffree  holder  within  this  Province,  and  free- 
man in  any  Corporacon  shall  have  his  free  Choice  and  vote 
in  the  electing  of  the  Representatives  Without  any  manner 
of  constraint  or  Imposition,  and  that  in  all  elections  the 
Majority  of  voicess  shall  carry  itt,  and  by  freeholders  is 
understood  every  one  who  is  so  understood  according  to 
the  Laws  of  England.  Thatt  the  persons  to  bee  Ellected 
to  sitt  as  Representatives  in  the  Generall  Assembly  from 
time  to  time  for  the  Severall  Cittys  Towns  Countys  Shires 
or  divisions  of  this  Province  and  all  places  within  the  same 
shall  bee  according  to  the  proportion  and  Number  hereafter 
expressed.  That  is  to  say  for  the  Citty  and  County  of  New 
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Yorke,  four,  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  two,  ffor  Queens 
County  two,  for  Kings  County  two,  for  the  County  of  Rich- 
mond one,  for  the  County  of  Westchester,  for  the  County 
of  Ulster  two,  for  the  County  of  Albany  two,  and  for  Scha- 
necthade  within  the  said  County  one,  ffor  Duckes  County 
one,  for  the  County  of  Cornwall  one,  and  as  many  more  as 
his  Royall  Highnesse  shall  think  fitt  to  establish. 

That  all  persons  Chosen  and  rt,sembled  in  manner  aforesd 
or  the  Major  part  of  them  shall  bee  Deemed  and  accounted 
the  Representatives  of  this  Province ;  which  Said  Repre- 
sentatives, together  with  the  Governor  and  his  Councell,  shall 
for  ever  bee  the  Supream  And  only  Legislative  power  under 
his  Royall  Highnesse  of  the  Said  Province :  That  the  said 
Representatives  may  appoirit  their  owne  times  of  meeting 
during  their  Sessions,  and  may  adjourne  their  house  from 
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time  to  time  to  sucli  time  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  and 
convenieDt,  That  the  said  Representatives  are  the  Sole 
judgess  of  the  quallifications  of  their  owne  members  and 
likewise  of  all  undue  Ellections,  and  may  from  time  to  time 
purge  their  house  as  they  shall  see  occasion  during  the 
Said  Sessions. 

That  as  Members  of  the  Generall  Assembly  or  their 
servants  during  the  time  of  their  Sessions,  and  wilst  they 
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shall  be  going  to  and  Returning  from  the  said  Assembly, 
shall  bee  arrested,  sued,  imprisoned  or  any  wayes  moUested 
or  trubled,  nor  be  compelled  to  make  answer  to  any  Suite, 
bill,  plaint,  declaracon  or  otherways ;  cases  of  high  treason 
and  felony  only  excepted.  Provided  the  Number  of  the 
Said  servants  shall  nott  exceed  three. 

That  all  bills  agreed  upon  by  the  said  Representatives  or 
the  Major  part  of  them,  shall  bee  presented  unto  the  Gov- 
ernor and  his  Gouncell  for  their  approbacon  and  consent, 
all  and  every  which  said  bills  so  approved  and  consented 
to  by  the  Governor  and  his  Gouncell  shall  bee  esteemed  and 
accounted  the  Laws  of  the  province ;  which  said  laws  shall 
continue  and  Remain  e  in  fourc  untill  they  shall  be  Rea- 
pealled  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  is  to  say  the  Gov- 
ernor Gouncell  and  Representatives  in  Generall  Assembly 
by  and  with  the  approbacon  of  his  Royall  Highnesse  or 
expire  by  their  owne  Limitations.  Thatt  on  all  causses 
of  Death  or  Removeall  of  any  of  the  said  Representatives, 
the  Governor  shall  issue  out  sumons  by  writt,  to  the  Re- 
spective Townes,  Cittys,  Shires,  Gountys  or  Divissions  for 
which  hee  or  they  so  Removed  or  deceased  where  chosen 
willing  and  Requiring  the  ffreeholders  of  the  same  to  elect 
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others  in  their  place  and  Stead. 

Thatt  no  ffreeman  shall  be  taken  and  imprisoned  or  be 
disseized  of  his  ffreehold,  or  liberty,  or  free  customes  or  be 
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out  lawd  or  exiled,  or  any  other  wayes  destrayed,  uor  shall 
be  passed  upon,  adjudged,  or  condemned,  butt  by  the  law- 
full  Judgment  of  his  peers,  and  by  the  law  of  this  Province, 
Justice  nor  Right  shall  bee  neither  sold,  denied,  or  defer- 
red to  any  man  within  this  province. 

Thatt  no  aid  Tax,  tallage,  assesment,  Custome,  Loane, 
benevolence  or  impossition  whatsoever  shall  be  layed 
assesed,  imposed  or  levyed  on  any  of  his  Majesties  Subjects 
within  this  Province,  or  their  Estates,  upon  any  manner  of 
Colour  or  pretence,  but  by  the  act  and  Consent  of  the  Gov- 
ernor Counceil  and  Representatives  of  the  people  in  Gen- 
eral! Assembly  mett  and  Assembled.  Thatt  no  man  of  what 
Estate  or  condition  soever  shall  bee  putt  out  of  his  lands, 
or  tenements,  nor  taken  nor  imprisoned,  nor  disheritted  nor 
banished,  nor  any  wayes  destroyed  without  being  brought 
to  answer  by  due  Course  of  law. 

That  a  freeman  shall  not  bee  amerced  for  a  small  fault, 
butt  after  the  manner  of  his  fault,  and  for  a  great  fault  after 
the  greatnesse  thereof,  saving  to  him  his  ffreehold,  And  A 
husbandman  saveing  to  him  his  winage.  And  A  Merchant 
Ukewise  saveing  to  him  his  Merchandize,  and  none  of  the 
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Said  Amerciaments  shall  be  assesed  butt  by  the  Oath  of 
twelve  honest  and  lawfuU  men  of  the  vicinage.  Provided 
the  faults  and  misdemeanors  bee  not  in  contempt  of  Courts 
of  Judicature.  All  tryalls  shall  be  by  the  verdict  of  twelve 
men  and  as  near  as  may  bee  peers  or  equalls,  and  of  the 
Neighbourhood  and  in  the  County,  shire  or  division  where 
the  fact  shall  arise  or  grow,  whether  the  same  be  by  Indict- 
ment, Informacon,  Declaracon  or  otherwise  against  the 
person  offender  or  Deffendant. 

That  in  all  Cases  Capitall  or  criminall,  there  shall  bee  a 
grand  inquest,  who  shall  first  present  the  offence  and  then 
twelve  men  of  the  Neighbourhood  to  try  the  Offender  who 
after  his  Plea  to  the  Indictment  shall  be  allowed  his  Rea- 
sonable challengess.

Thatt  in  all  Cases,  whatsoever,  bayle  by  sufficient  Suertye 
siiall  be  allowed  and  taken,  unless  for  treason  or  ffellony, 
plainly  and  specially  expressed  and  mentioned,  in  the  war- 
rant of  comittment  Provided  alwaies  that  nothing  herein 
conteyned  shall  extend  to  Discharge  out  of  prisson  upon 
baile  any  person  taken  in  Execution  for  Debts,  or  otherwise 
legally  sentenced  by  the  Judgment  of  any  of  the  Courts  of 
Record  within  this  province. 

Thatt  no  ffreeman  shall  be  compelled  to  receive  any  Mar- 
riners  or  Souldiers  into  his  house,  and  their  to  Sojourne 
against  their  wills,  provided  always  it  bee  not  in  time  of 
actuall  warr  within  this  Province. 
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Thatt  no  Comissions  for  proceeding  by  Martiall  Law 
against  any  of  his  Majesties  Subjects  within  this  province 
shall  issue  forth  to  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  least 
by  colour  of  them  any  of  his  Majesties  subjects  be  destroyed 
or  put  to  death  except  all  such  OiEcers,  Persons  and  Sould- 
iers in  pay  throughout  the  Government. 

That  from  thence  foi'ward  no  lands  within  this  province 
shall  be  esteemed  or  accounted  as  chattell  or  personall 
Estate,  butt  an  Estate  of  Inheritance  according  to  the  cus- 
tomes  and  practice  of  his  Majestys  Realm  of  England. 

Thatt  no  Court  or  Courts  within  this  province  have  or  at 
any  time  hereafter  shall  have  any  Jurisdiction,  power  or 
authority  to  grant  oiit  any  Execucon  or  other  writt  whereby 
any  mans  land  may  bee  Sold,  or  any  other  way  disposed 
of,  without  the  owners  consent.  Provided  always  that  the 
Issues  or  means  proffitts  of  any  manS  land  shall  or  mav  be 
extended  by  Execucon  or  otherwise  to  sattisfy  just  debts 
any  thing  to  the  contrary  hereof  in  any  wise  notwithstand- 
ing, Thatt  noe  Estate  of  a  feme  covert,  shall  be  sold  or  con- 
veyed butt  by  deed  acknowledged  by  her  in  some  Court  of 
Record,  the  woman  being  secrettly  examined  if  shee  doth 
it  freely  with  out  threats  or  compulsion  of  her  Husband. 
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Thatt  all  wills  in  writting  attested  by  two  credible  witt- 
nesses,  shall  bee  of  the  same  force  to  convey  lands  or  other 
conveyancess,  being  registered  in  the  Secretarys  office  within 
forty  dayes  after  the  testators  death. 

Thatt  a  widow  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  shall  have 
her  Dower,  And  shall  and  may  tarry  in  the  cheife  house  of 
her  husband  forty  dales  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  within 
which  forty  dales  her  dower  shall  be  assigned  unto  her,  And 
for  her  dower  shall  be  assigned  unto  her,  the  third  part 
of  all  the  lands  of  her  husband  during  coverture  ;  Exept  shee 
were  endowed  of  less  before  marriage. 

Thatt  all  lands  and  Heritages  within  this  Province  and 
dependences,  shall  be  free  from  all  fines  and  lycenses  upon 
Alienacons  and  from  all  heriotts,  wardships,  Liverys,  Prim- 
ier  Sezins,  year,  day,  and  wast  Exheats  and  forfietures 
upon  the  death  of  parents,  or  ancestors,  naturall,  unnatur- 
all,  casuall  or  judiciall,  and  that  for  Ever,  Cases  of  High 
Treason  only  excepted. 

Thatt  no  person  or  persons  which  profess  in  Godly  Jesus 
Christ,  shall  at  any  time  be  any  wayes  molested,  punished, 
disquieted  or  called  in  question  for  any  difference  in  opin- 
ion or  matter  of  Religious  concernment  who  do  not  actually 
disturb  the  civill  peace  of  the  Province,  but  that  all  And 
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every  such  person  or  persons  may  from  time  to  time  and  at 
all  times  freely  have  and  fully  Enjoy  his  or  their  judgments 
or  consiences  in  matters  of  Religion,  throughout  all  the 
province,  they  behaveing  themselves  peacably  and  quietly, 
and  not  using  this  liberty  to  lycenciousnesse,  nor  to  the 
Civill  injury  or  outward  disturbance  of  others  :  Provided 
always  that  this  liberty  or  anything  contained  herein  to  the 
contrary,  shall  never  bee  construed  or  improved  to  make 
void  the  setlement  of  any  publique  Minister  on  Long  Island, 
whether  such  setlement  bee  by  twothirds  of  the  voicess  in 
any  Towne  thereon  which  Shall  alwayes  include  the  Minor 
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part  or  by  Subscriptions  of  particular  Inhabitants  in  Said 
Townes,  Provided  they  are  the  two  thirds  thereof,  Butt 
that  all  Such  Agreements,  covenants  and  Subscriptions 
that  are  there  already  made  and  had,  that  hereafter  shall 
bee  in  this  manner  concented  to  agreed  and  subscribed, 
shall  at  all  time  and  times  hereafter  bee  firm  and  Stable, 
and  in  confirmacon  hereof  it  is  enacted  by  the  Gover- 
nor, Councell  and  Representatives,  That  all  such  sumes 
of'  money  so  agreed  on,  consented  to  or  subscribed  as 
aforesaid  for  maintenance  of  said  publique  Ministers,  by 
the  two  thirds  of  any  Towne  on  Long  Island,  shall  alwayes 
include  the  Minor  part  who  shall  be  regulated  thereby.  And 
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also  such  Subscriptions  and  agreements  as  are  before  men- 
coned  are  and  shall  be  alwayes  ratifyed  performed  and 
paid;  and  if  any  towne  on  Said  Island  in  their  publique 
capacity  of  agreement,  with  any  Such  Minister,  or  any  per- 
ticular  persons  by  their  private  Subscriptions  as  aforesaid, 
shall  make  default  deny  or  with  draw  from  Such  payments 
so  covenanted  to,  agreed  upon  and  Subscribed;  That  in 
Such  case  upon  complaint  of  any  collector  appoynted  and 
chosen  by  two  thirds  of  the  Towns  upon  Long  Island, 
unto  any  Justice  of  that  County,  Upon  his  hearing  the 
Same,  hee  is  hereby  authorised  impowered  and  required  to 
issue  out  his  warrant  unto  the  Constable  or  his  deputy,  or 
any  other  person  appoynted  for  Collection  of  Said  Rates, 
or  agreements,  to  levey  upon  the  goods  and  Chatties  of  Said 
delinquent  or  defaulter  all  such  Sumes  of  money  So  coven- 
anted and  agreed  to  bee  paid,  by  distress ;  with  cost  and 
chargess,  without  any  further  Suite  in  law,  any  law,  custome 
or  usage  to  the  contrary  in  any  wise  nothwithstanding ;  Pro- 
vided alwayes  the  Said  Sume  or  Sumes  be  under  forty 
shillings,  other  wayes  to  be  recovered  as  the  law  Directs, 
and  whereas  all  the  respective  christian  churchess  now  in 
practice  within  the  Citty  of  New  Yorcke  and  the  other 
plaicesof  this  province,  do  appear  to  bee priveledge  Churches,. 
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and  have  been  so  Established  and  confirmed  by  the  former 
authoiity  of  the  Government  bee  it  hereby  enacted  by  this 
present  Generall  Assembly  and  by  the  authority  thereof, 
thatt  all  the  Said  respective  Christian  Churchess,  be  here- 
by confirmed  therein  and  that  they  and  every  of  them,  shall 
from  henceforth  for  ever  be  held  and  reputed  as  priviledged 
Churches,  and  enjoy  their  former  freedoms  of  their  religion 
in  divine  worship  and  Church  disipline,  And  that  all  former 
contracts  made  and  agreed  on  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
severall  Ministers  of  the  Said  Churchess,  shall  stand  and 
continue  in  full  force  and  vertue,  and  that  all  contracts  for 
the  future  to  be  made  shall  bee  of  the  Same  power ;  And  all 
persons  that  are  unwilling  to  performe  their  part  of  the 
Said  contract.  Shall  be  constrained  thereunto  by  a  warrant 
from  any  Justice  of  the  peace,  Provided  it  bee  under  forty 
shillings,  or  otherwise  as  the  Law  directs.  Provided  also  that 
all  other  Christian  Churchess  that  shall  hereafter  come  and 
settle  within  this  province  shall  have  the  Same  priveledges. 


A  CONTINUED  BILL  FOE   DEFEATING   THE  EE- 
QUISITE  CHAEGES  OF  THE  GOYEENMENT. 

The  Eepresentativss  for  his  Eoya'U  Highneses  Province 
of  New  Yorke,  convened  in  Generall  Assembly  have  for  and 
in  consideracon  of  the  many  gracious  and  Eoyall  favours 
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expressed  and  extended  unto  the  Inhabitants  of  this  his 
province,  and  also  for  the  bountiful!  confirming  and  restor- 
ing to  them  and  their  posterity,  the  rights,  priviledges, 
libertys  and  imunitys  before  recited  and  expressed,  and 
for  the  better  defraying  of  the  necessary  charge  and 
expence  of  this  Province,  which  cannot  otherwise  be 
affected  without  great  charge  unto  his  Eoyall  High- 
nesse ;  do  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Gover- 
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nor  and  Councell  now  Assembled  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  Same,  to  the  intent  aforesaid,  give  and  grant  unto  his 
Said  Roya'U  Highnesse,  and  his  Heires  the  dutys  and  cus- 
tomes  hereafter  specefied.  That  is  to  say,  For  every 
gallon  of  Rum,  Brandy,  and  distilled  liquors,  that  shall  be 
imported  into  the  province  and  dependancess,  the  Sume  of 
four  pence  currant  money  of  this  province,  And  for  every 
pipe  of  Medera  ffyall  St  Georges,  Canary  malaga.  Sherry 
and  all  sweet  wines,  the  Sume  of  forty  shillings  Currant 
money  aforesaid.  And  for  every  hogshh'd  of  Red,  white 
and  Rhenish  wines,  the  Sume  of  twenty  Shillings  Currant 
money  aforesaid.  And  upon  all  other  Merchandize  imported 
into  this  province  and  dependances,  the  Sume  of  forty 
shillings  Currant  money  aforesaid  for  every  hundred 
pounds  valine  att  the  prime  Cost ;  Except  these  hereafter 
specefyed,  Viz;  Salt,  brick,  pantiles,  coales,  fish,  sugar, 
molasses,  cotton  wool,  ginger,  logwood,  brasaletta,  fustwick, 
West  India  hyds,  tobacco,  bullion  and  plaite.  And  futher 
wee  the  representatives  with  advice  and  concent  of  ye 
Governo'r  and  Counsell  now  Assembled,  And  by  the  author- 
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ity  of  the  Same,  do  give  andgraunt  unto  his  said  Royall 
Highnesse,  and  his  heyres  for  the  causses  aforesaid,  upon 
all  Merchandize  commonly  called  by  the  Name  of  Indyan 
goods,  as  Dustells,  Strouds,  blancketts,  plaines,  half-thicks, 
woolen  stocldns,  white  Osenbrighs,  ketles,  hatchetts,  hoes, 
red  lead,  villmillion,  cotton,  red  Kersey,  Knives,  Indian 
haberdashery,  and  other  Indyan  goods,  the  Sume  of  ten 
pounds  currant  money  aforesaid,  for  every  hundred  pounds 
value — prime  cost,  that  are  carried  up  hudsons  River  in  any 
vessel,  Sloop,  boate  and  canooe,  or  any  other  way.  And 
also  upon  every  barrell  of  powder,  the  Sume  of  twelve  shil- 
lings money  aforesaid.  And  also  for  every  hundred  wheight 
of  lead  the  sume  of  six  shillings  moneys  aforesaid,  and  for 
every  gun  barrel,  or  gun  barrell  with  a  lock,  the  sume  of 
fix  shillings,  currant  money  aforesaid,    And  also  for  every 
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gall'o  of  Rum,  Brandy,  and  distilled  liquors,  the  Sume  of 
four  pence  ciirrant  money  aforesaid ;  tliat  shall  be  carried 
up  hudsons  River,  in  any  vessell,  sloope,  boate,  oanooe,  or 
any  other  way,  And  furbher  wee  the  Representatives  by 
the  advice,  assent,  and  authority  aforesaid  doe  give  and 
grant  unto  his  Royall  Highnesse,  and  his  heyres  for  the 
causes  and  Consideracons  aforesaid,  an  excise,  upon  all 
Liquors,  beer,  and  Cider,  only  excepted,  retayled  in  this 
Citty  and  county  of  New  Yorke,  under  five  gallons ;  the 
sume  of  twelvepence  currant  money  aforesaid,  for  each 
gall'o  soe  Retailed,  And  also  thatt  an  excise  of  twelve- 
pence,  currant  money  aforesaid  bee  imposed  and  levyed 
upon  each  gall'o  of  Liquors  carried  up  Hudsons  river,  in 
any  vessell,  boate,  oanooe,  and  any  other  wayes,  Wines, 
Beer,  and  Cider  excepted,  aad  there  Consumed  or  sold,  and 
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also  an  excise  of  twelve  pence  upon  every  gallon  of  liquors 
retailed  throughout  the  whole  Province  and  dependances, 
Beer  and  Cider  only  excepted  And  farther  wee  the  Repre- 
sentatives by  the  advice  asent  authority  aforesaid,  do  give 
and  grant  unto  bis  said  Royall  Highnesse  and  his  Heires  for 
the  causes  and  consideracons  aforesaid,  a  Custome  and" 
duty  upon  every  beaver  skin  comonly  called  a  whole  beaver, 
the  Sume  of  nine  pence  currant  money,  and  that  all  other 
furses  or  peltery  be  valued  accordingly.  That  is  to  say  for  two 
halfe  beavers  ninepence,  for  four  Lapps,  ninepence,  for  three 
drillings,  one  shilling  and  sixpence,  for  ten  racoons  ninepence, 
for  four  foxes  ninepence,  for  four  fishers  ninepence,  for  five 
Catts  ninepence,  for  six  minks  ninepence,  for  three  otters 
one  shilling  and  sixpence,  for  two  bear  sokins  ninepence, 
for  four  wolfs,  ninepence,  for  four  and  twenty  Muskratts 
ninepence,  for  ten  Matters  ninepence,  for  four  and  twenty 
pound  of  mouse  and  dear  skinns  ninepence,  and  all  other 
peltery  to  be  vallued  equivolent  to  a  whole  Beaver  ninepence, 
ox.  Bull,  and  Cow  hydes  excepted,  exported  out  of  this  Pro- 
vince and  dependancess,  and  also,  that  all  Indyan  traders 
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throughout  the  province  and  dependances,  do  pay  for  the 
■vallue  of  each  hundred  pound  prime  cost  they  so  trasfique 
■with  the  Indyans,  the  Sume  of  ten  pounds  money  aforesaid, 
And  also  that  all  beer  and  Cider  retayled  throughout  the 
province  and  dependences,  shall  pay  Sixe  shilling,  For  each 
barrell   so   retayled  And  iFarther  it  is  to  bee  understood. 
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that  all  beer  and  Cider  that  is  Sold  to  the  Indians  is  to  pay 
six  shillings  pr  barrell  as  if  retayled,  throughout  the  prov- 
ince and  dependances,  and  all  Small  beer  to  be  retayled  by 
speciall  Lycence  and  securety  they  shall  draw,  no  strong 
beer  without  payment  of  the  excise,  and  the  Small  beer 
without  excise. 

For  due  and  orderly  collecting  of  the  aforesaid  Dutys, 
Customes  and  excise,  and  also  for  the  preventing  of  frauds, 
and  imberclements  of  said  Duty's,  Customes  and  Excise ; 
Bee  itt  farther  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid ;  Thatt 
all  ships  and  vessells,  whattever,  that  shall  come  to  any 
port,  creeke,  or  harbour  within  this  province  and  depend- 
ances, to  trade  or  TraiEque,  the  Master,  mate,  or  pusser 
shall  come  to  such  place  or  places,  as  Shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  or  his  Eoyall  Highnesse,  Collector  for 
that  time  being,  and  there  make  report  of  all  such  parcell 
or  percells  of  Merchandize  and  others,  that  he  hath  a  board 
said  Shipps  or  vessells.  And  also  declare  upon  his  Cop- 
porall  oath,  thatt  hee  hath  not  broke  bulk,  since  his  arivall 
within  this  Province,  before  he  made  such  report  as  is 
required ;  and  also  all  Merchants  that  have  any  goods  or 
Merchandize  whatsoever,  shall  att  such  place  or  places  as 
is  above  directed,  make  a  true  and  distinct  entry  of  all  such 
percells  of  goods  or  Merchandize  hee  hath  aboard  Such 
Ship  or  vessells,  according  as  they  cost  him  at  the  Prime 
Cost,  and  if  any  difference  should  arise  about  the  value  of 
Said  goods,  then  the  Collector  or   any  appointed  for  The 
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Collection  of  Said  Dutys,  Customes,  or  Excise  may  adminis- 
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ter  to  all  or  any  such  person  or  persons,  making  Such 
entry  their  Corporall  Oath  that  Said  Entry  is  according  to 
the  invoice  or  invoices,  Sent  to  them  from  the  place  or 
places  from  whence  Such  goods  did  come.  And  further  itt 
is  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  Master 
Mate  or  pusser  of  any  Ship  or  vessell  whatever,  or  any 
Merchant  factor  or  other  shall  contrary  to  the  rules  above 
prescribed,  break  bulk  or  land  any  goods,  and  Merchandize 
whatsoever,  before  they  make  report  or  entry,  and  pay- 
Such  Dutyes,  as  is  required  by  this  Act,  then  and  in  Such 
cases  the  Master  of  Such  Shipp  or  vessell  that  Shall  break 
bulk  before  making  such  report  as  above,  shall  upon  proof  of 
two  Evidences,  forfeit  his  Shipp  or  vessell,  with  all  her  takle, 
furniture,  and  ammunition,  one  third  to  his  Eoyall  Highnesse, 
one  third  to  the  Governor  of  the  Province,  and  one  third  to 
the  informer,  to  be  Sewd  for  in  any  Court  of  Record  within 
this  Province,  by  bill  plaint  or  Informacon,  wherein  no  Es- 
sion  Protection  or  Wager  of  Law  shall  bee  allowed,  And 
also  all  such  goods  as  shall  bee  landed  without  Entry  made 
as  afore  directed,  shall  bee  forfietted  Upon  the  testemony 
of  two  Wittnesses  ;  one  third  to  his  Eoyall  Highnesse,  one 
third  to  the  Governor  and  one  third  to  the  informer  that 
shall  sue  as  above.  And  bee  itt  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  that  all  Masters  of  Shipps  or  vessells,  that  are 
within  this  Province,  and  do  not  belong  unto  this  province, 
or  any  part  thereof,  and  bound  to  any  port  within  or  with- 
out this  Province,  shall  before  they  Take  in  any  Merchan- 
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dize  above  expressed,  come  to  Such  place  or  places  as  shall 
be  appoynted  for  the  Collecting  of  the  Rates  Established 
by  this  law,  and  there  make  entry  and  report  of  their 
designe,  and  Enter  into  bond  to  ye  valine  of  one  thousand 
pounds  with  Sufficient  Suertys  that  they  shall  not  take  on 
board  directly  or  indirectly  any  goods  or  Merchandize  above 
recited  or  expressed,  without  Such  permitt  or  Certificate 
from  the  Collector  or  any  having  authority  under  him  for 
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the  Same.  And  if  they  doe  take  aboard  contrary  to  the 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  law,  then  they  shall  forfiett  said 
bond,  to  be  Sued  for  within  three  months  after  Such  fact 
comitted,  or  otherwise  to  be  void  and  of  no  force  and  ver- 
tue;  And  also  for  the  due  and  orderly  Collection  of  the 
Excise  above  expressed,  Itt  is  hereby  Ordered  and  Enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  Thatt  all  retailers  of  wine,  Eum, 
Brandy  and  Strong  liquors  within  this  province,  shall  upon 
their  purchase  or  receipt  of  all  Such  liquor  or  liquors  before 
expressed  and  Excisable,  come  to  the  Office  of  Excise  and 
their  make  entry  of  all  Such  liquor  or  liquors,  as  they  shall 
buy  and  receive,  and  pay  Such  Dutjs  as  are  hereby  author- 
ized, and  upon  default  hereof  all  Such  liquors  as  shall  be 
found  in  any  retaylers  house  within  this  Province  and  de- 
pendances,  as  have  not  been  duly  Entred  and  paid  the 
Rates  above  Expressed,  Thatt  then  in  Such  Case  upon  the 
Testimony  of  two  Evidencess  appearing  before  any  Justice 
of  the  peace  within  this  Province  and  dependences,  hee 
shall  issue  out  his  warrant  for  seizure  and  condemning  of 
all  Such  liquors,  and  also  The  persons  so  ofending  shall 
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forfeitt  three  times  the  value  of  the  Said  Liquors,  one  third 
to  his  Eoyall  Highness  one  third  to  the  Governor,  and  one 
third  to  the  informer.  And  also  all  pi-rsons  that  Shall  carry 
any  Liquors  up  liudsons  River,  shall  so  soon  as  they  sell 
Such  Liquors,  give  notice  to  the  Excise  office  of  all  Such 
percell  or  percells  so  sold  and  pay  such  Dutys  as  are  hereby 
established  under  the  penalty  aforesaid ;  Provided  always 
and  itt  is  understood  that  there  shall  no  Duty  be  paid  nor 
any  forfieture  upon  any  goods  or  Merchandize  that  are  not 
landed  within  this  province,  or  imediately  transported  againe 
without  being  sold  in  this  Province  and  Dependencesse. 

Provided  also  that  all  masters  or  Comanders  of  Shipps, 
sloopes,  boates,  or  any  other  vessells  belonging  to  this 
Province,  anditts  dependencesse,  shall  Repaire  to  the  Custom 
house  or  other  place  or  places,  that  shall  be  appoynted  for 
that   purpos.e,  and   there   Enter  into  bond  of  an  hundred 
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pounds,  that  they  shall  not  Directly  or  indirectly  take  on 
board  and  carry  away  out  of  this  Province,  any  of  the  afore- 
said goods  and  Merchandizes,  without  paying  Such  Bates 
and  Dutyes  as  are  before  expressed.  Provided  always  that 
all  Merchants  quallified  to  trade  by  the  Acts  of  Navigation 
and  Eegulateing  the  plantacon  Trade  coming  into  this  Prov- 
ince or  any  part  thereof,  be  well  and  honestly  treated  and 
demeaned  for  Such  things  as  by  this  act  is  granted  without 
oppression,  to  be  don  to  them,  paying  the  Dutyes  aforesaid. 
Provided  that  no  Eetaylor  of  Liquors  under  five  gallons,  or 
any  that  shall  sell  any  Liquor  or  Strong  Liquors,  shall  take 
any   Such  Liquors,  into  their  houses  or   Cellers,   in   New 
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Yorke  and  albany  but  by  the  hands  of  the  sworne  Porters, 
under  the  Penalty  aforesaid.  This  Act  to  bee  of  force 
imediately  after  publication  thereof.

AN  ACT  OF  SETTLEMENT. 

Forasmuch  as  through  the  many  Alteracons  which  within 
this  province  have  happened  by  the  fortune  of  the  warss 
and  other  Inevitable  accidents  Severall  of  thes  Inhabitants 
and  ffreeholders  of  the  Said  Province  have  been  Deprived 
of  their  Deeds,  Grants,  Patterns,  or  other  Instruments  of 
writteing  by  which  they  might  make  :  appeare  their  Sever- 
all  and  Respective  Rights  to  their  lands  Tenements  and 
Possessions,  and  forasmuch  as  Severall  tracks  of  Lands 
have  been  formerly  taken  up  iind  Fattened,  and  through 
hopes  of  Lucre  or  gaine  never  Settled  or  Improved  Accord- 
ing to  the  manner  and  Customes  of  other  Plantacons  to  the 
great  obstruccon  of  the  good,  and  Settlement  of  the  Said 
Provinces,  Bee  itt  enacted  ;  by  the  Governor  Councell  and 
Representatives  now  in  Generall  Assembly  mett,  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  Same,  That  Whatsoever  person  or 
persons  who  by  himselfe  or  agent  have  in  his  Owne  Right 
Actually  been  in  ye  possesion  and  Enjoyment  of  any  Tract 
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of  Land  house  or  Plantacon  by  virtue  of  any  power  or 
Authority  Derived  from  his  Koy'll  High'ss  James  Ducke 
of  Torke  and  Albany  &c..    and    Occupied    manuered    and 
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Improved  the  Same  for  and  Dureing  the  space  of  four  years 
Preceeding  the  Date  hereof,  and  shall  continue  soe  to  Oc- 
cupy Possese  manure  and  Improve  the  Said  tract  of  Land 
hous  or  houses  Plantacon  or  Plantacon  s  Untill  the  terme 
and  time  of  fifteen  Monthes  bee  fully  Compleated  and  Ended 
to  be  accounted  from  ye  first  Day  of  this  Present  Sessions 
of  Assembly  without  any  Legall  Claime  Demanded  or  Re- 
covery from  any  other  Person  or  Persons  Legally  Claiming 
Pretending  to  or  demanding  the  same  Shall  be  Accounted 
and  Esteemed  the  right  and  lawfull  owner  of  the  Said  Land 
house  or  houses  Plantacon  or  Plantacons  And  that  the 
Said  tracts  of  Land  house  or  houses  Plantacon  or  Planta- 
cons are  hereby  Ratified  and  Confirmed  to  the  Party  or 
Partyes  soe  Occupieing  possesing  and  Enjoyeing  the  Same 
as  aforesaid  and  to  his  or  their  Respective  Heires  and  As- 
signes  for  Ever,  Saveing  to  his  Roy'll  Highnesse  his  Right 
and  Intrest,  Provided  alwayes  that  nothing  Contained 
within  this  Act  Shall  bee  Intended  or  Construed  to  the 
prejudice  or  hindrance  of  the  title  or  Claime  of  any  Persons 
under  age,  ferae  Covert,  Non  Compos  Mentis,  Imprisoned 
or  beyound  the  Seas,  as  is  Provided  in  an  Act  Intituled, 
And  Act  for  Quetting  Mens  Estates,  and  Limitatcons  of 
Certaine  Actions  made  this  Present  Sessions  of  Assembly 
any  thing  contained  in  this  Act  to  the  Contrary  hereof  in 
any  wise  notwithstanding  ;  Bee  it  further  Enacted  that  Ev&ry 
Representative,  have  A  Coppy  hereof  and  publish  the  Same 
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three  severall  Dayes  ia  The  Towne  houses  of  each  Respect- 
ive Towne  in  this  Province  within  four  monthes  after  the  3d 
day  of  November  1683.

Haveing  Takeninto  Consideration  the  nessesity  of  Divide- 
ing  the  Province  into  Eespective  Countyes  for  the  Better 
governing  and  Settling  Courts  in  the  Same  ;  Bee  it  Enacted 
by  the  Governor  Councell  and  Eepreseutatives  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  Saiue,  that  the  Said  Province  bee  Divided 
into  twelve  Countyes  as  followeth. 

The  Citty  and  County  of  New  Yorke  to  Containe  all  ye 
Island  Commonly  called  Manhiitans  Island  Mannings  Island 
and  the  two  Barne  Islands  the  Citty  to  be  Called  as  it  is 
New  Yorke  and  Island  above  Specified  The  County  thereof. 

The  County  of  Westchester  to  Conteyne  West  and  East 
Chester,  Bronx  Land,  ffordham,  Annhooks  neck,  Eichbells 
Minfords  Islands  and  all  the  land  on  the  Maine,  to  the  East- 
ward of  Manhatans  Island  as  farr  as  the  Government  Ex- 
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tends,  and  the  Younkers  land  and  Northward  along  Hudsons 
Eiver  as  farr  as  the  hij^h  land. 

The  County  of  Ulster  to  Conteyne  the  Townes  of  Kings- 
ton, Hurly  and  Marble  Towne,  Jffaxhall  and  the  New  Pallz  ; 
and  all  the  villages  Neighbourhoods  and  Christian  habita- 
cons  on  the  West  Side  of  Hudsons  Eiver  from  the  Murder- 
ers Creeke  neere  the  high  lands  to  the  Sawyers  Creeke. 

The  County  of  Albany  to  Containe  the  Towne  of  Albany, 
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the  CoUony  of  Kanslaerswyck  Schenechteda  and  all  the 
villages  Neighbourhoods  and  Christian  Plantacons  on  the 
East  Syde  of  Hudsons  Eiver  from  Eoelof  Jan  sens  Creeke 
on  the  West  Side  from  Sawers  Creeke  to  the  Saraghtoga. 

The  Dutchesse  County  to  be  from  the  bounds  of  the 
County  of  Westchester  on  the  South  Side  of  the  High  Lands 
Along  the  East  side  of  Hudsons  Eiver  as  farr  as  Eoeloffs 
Jan  sens  Creeke  and  Eastward  into  the  Woods  twenty  miles. 

The  County  of  Orange  to  begin  from  the  Limitts  or  bounds 
of  East  and  West  Jersey  on  the  West  Side  of  Hudsons 
Eiver  Along  the  said  river  to  the  Murderers  Creeke  or 
bounds  of  the  County  of  Ulster  and  Westward  into  the 
woods  as  farr  as  Delleware  Eiver. 

The  County  of  Eichmond  to  Conteyne  all  Statten  Island, 
Shootters  Islands  and  the  Islands  of  Meadow  on  the  West 
Side  thereof. 

Kings  County  to  conteyne  the  Severall  Towns  of  Bosh- 
wick,  Bedford,  Breucklin,  fflattbush,  Flattlands,  New  Utrecht 
and  Gravesend  with  the  Severall  Settlements  and  Planta- 
cons Adjacent. 
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Queens  County  to  Conteyne  the  Severall  Towne  of  New 
Towne,  Jamaica,  fHushing,  Hempsted  and  Oysterbay  with 
the  Severall  out  farmes  Settlements  and  Plantacons  Adjacent. 

The  County  of  Suffolk  to  conteyne  the  Severall  Towns  of 
Huntington,  Smithfield,  Brookhaven,  South-hampton,  South- 
hold,  East-hampton  to  Montauk  Poynt,  Shelter  Island,  the 
Isle  of  White,  fBshers  Island  and  Plumb  Island  with  the 
Severall  out  farmes  Settlements  and  Plantacons  Adjacent. 

Dukes  County  to  Conteyne  the  Island  of  Nantuckett, 
Martins  Vyniard,  Elizabeth  Island  and  No  Mans  Land. 

The  County  of  Cornwall  to  Conteyne  Pemaquid  and  all 
his  Eoyall  Highnesses  Territoryes  in  those  Parts  with  the 
Islands  Adjacent. 

And  for  as  much  as  their  is  A  Neccessity  of  A   High 
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Sherriffe  on  Every  County  in  this  Province,  Bee  it  there-

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Part   or    place  thereof  and  hath  not  A  Visible  Estate,  or 
hath  not  A  Mannuall  craft  or  Occupacon  Shall  before  hee 
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bee  Admitted  an  Inhabitant  Give  Sufficient  Suerty  that  he 
Shall  not  be  A  Burthen  or  Charge  to  the  Eespective  plaices 
hee  Shall  Come  to  Inhabitt  in  which  Security  Shall  con- 
tinue for  two  years.

For  the  more  Orderly  hearing  and  determining  of  matters 
and  Cases  of  Controversy  between  Party  and  Partyes  and 
for  Due  Execuoon  of  the  Lawes,  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Gov- 
ernor Couacell  and  Representatives  in  Generall  Assembly 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  Same,  That  in  Every  Towne  in 
and  throughout  this  Province  there  be  one  Court  held 
Monthly  and  Every  Month  throughout  the  Year  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  the  month  for  the  hearing  and  Determining 
of  Small  Causes  and  Cases  of  Debt  and  Tresspasse  to  the 
Vallue  of  forty  Shillings  or  unde#  which  Causes  and  Cases 
shall  bee  heard  tryed  and  Determined  by  three  Persons  to  be 
Commissionated  for  that  purpose  without  A  Jury,  The 
Prossesse  of  warning  to  this  Court  Shall  bee  A  Sumons 
under  the  hand  of  one  of  the  Commission  by  a  Messenger 
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belonging  to  the  Said  Court  which  being  Personaly  Served 
by  him  or  Left  at  the  Defendants  house  four  Dayes  before 
the  Court  Shall  be  Sufficient  Authority  to  and  for  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  said  Court  to  proceed  on  Such  Cases  or  causes 
and  Determine  the  Sume  in  the  Diffendants  absence,  if  the 
members  of  the  Court  See  nott  Cause  to  the  contrary,  and 
to  grant  Executions  thereon  ■  Against  the  Deffend't  Per- 
son and  for  want  thereof  his  Estate,  which  the  Messenger 
shall  and  may  Serve  alwayes  Provided  and  bee  it  further 
Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  if  the  Pla'f  or 
Deffendant  shall  desire  A  Jury  it  Shall  be  allowed  but  att 
the  proper  Cost  and  Chargess  of  the  Person  Desireing  the 
Same. 

And  thatt  Justice  may  neither  be  Denyed  nor  Defended 
bee  itt  farther  Enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  from 
hence  forth  fheir  Shall  be  held  and  kept  within  Every

within  thi^  Province,  that  then  Every  Such  Offender  or 
Offenders  Shall  for  his  or  their  Said  Offence  being  thereof 
Lawfully  convicted  or  attained,  loose  and  forfeite  the 
Sume  of  fforty  pounds  Sterling,  and  if  it  happen  that 
Any  offender  or  Offenders  Soe  being  convicted  or  Attaint- 
ed as  Aforesaid  not  to  have  any  goods  or  Chatties 
to  ye  vallue  of  fforty  pounds,  that  then  Every  Such 
Person  being  Soe  Convicted  or  Attainted  of  any  of  the 
Offencess  aforesaid.

The  first  leaf,  containing  the  beginning  and  principal 
portion  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Town  Meet- 
ing, at  which  action  was  taken  on  the  matter  of  a  division 
of  the  Proprietor's  lands,  is  missing.  All  that  remains  is  on 
the  first  page  of  the  second  leaf,  and  is  as  follows.

Right,  and  Wheresoever  we  have  found  Severall  persons
